Another statement, from Ro-j 
gelio Cisneros, Ray’s chief assist- 
ant, also issued by Bethel, said 
final victory depended on the 
efforts of all Cubans— "those who 
live abroad in exile and those 
fighting and dying inside Cuba 
today.” 

“The Castro regime is demor- 
alize^,” the Cisneros statement 
said. "The resistance of the Cu- 
ban people, wlhefe added to the

Bethel said that the statement 
was intended as a warning not 
to expect big landings or' quick 
victory.
